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Compulsory Voting 


(National Republican) 

Serious consideration may well be given to 
a ballot reform inaugurated in Australia thru 
the passage of a law penalizing the non-voter. 
A fine is imposed under this statute upon 
those who fail to perform the most important 
peace-time duty of eitizenship—that of voting. 
Surely a government which has the power to 
eonseript every citizen in time of war, has 
the right to penalize the citizen who fails ‘to 
participate in elections which ~are the very 
basis of government by public opinion. 

At the last general election in the United 
States only half of those of voting age and 
possessing the qualifications of legal voters, 
went to the polls. It may be argued that gov- 
ernment will be better off if those not suff- 
ciently interested to exercise the franchise 
should stay at home. On the other hand it 
is true that those who have some selfish in- 
terest at stake, or who are moved by fanatie- 
ism of some sort, more generally go to the 
polls than those who are inspired by no such 
destructive motives. It was discovered at the 
first election held under the Australian law 
penalizing the non-voter, that the conserva- 
tive or constructive cause made far greater 
vains than the radical or destructive cause. 

Good government is menaced not so much 
by the mistakes of the wrong headed or de- 
structive elements, as by the indifference of 
citizens who, right at heart, are not stirred 
to action by ‘the agressive. methods used in 
urging destructive and radical elements to 
the polls. It is always easier to stir up en- 
thusiasm for a destructive than for a con- 
structive program. 

It is to be hoped that one or more of the 
states of the Union will lead ‘the way in. leg- 
islation requiring voters, under ‘penalty, to 
register and ta vote. The penalties thus as- 
sessed would pay the cost of elections. It 
would ensure the more representative char- 
It would greatly 
lesseg the cost to which political organiza- 
tions are put in ‘‘getting out the vote’’; vot- 
ers would not have to be hauled to the polls. 
It would place a proper legal odium upon 
civie indifference.

(Redlands Facts) 

Yesterday the House of Representatives 
Agricultural Committee had before it the bill 
of Congressman Lineberger of this state, mak- 
ing an appropriation of $1,000,000 for protec- 
tion of the national forests of Southern Cali- 
fornia against fire. The Budget Committee, 
by the way, did not inelude this requested 
appropriation in its list of necessities for the 
coming year. 

The measure was wnder discussion and was 
commented upon favorably by Congressmen 
and Senators from California. Senator Short- 
ridge and Congressman Lineberger spoke, but 


it remained for Congressman Swing frem this 


district to say the thing most pertinent to the 
subject, when he remarked that the Federal 
Government ‘“‘is going to spend millions in 
those forests in the next five years—the only 
question is whether the money will be spent 
to conserve the forest or toe put out fires after 
the fires have left charred areas and ruined 
watersheds.”’ , 


And the local Congressman might have 
added, after the mountains have been robbed 
of their ability to conserve the moisture, and 
the fertile fields in the valleys below have 
failed to support the orehards and gardens 
which are in turn the support of the people, 
all for the lack of water: 

Looking at the matter in another light, how 
much cheaper it is to protect our forest cover 
and get water therefrom, as it falls from 
heaven, than to build an aqueduct hundreds 
of miles long to bring in Colorado River water 
from a great distance.
